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AMENDMENT 


In response to the Office Action of December 17, 2001 kindly amend the 
above-captioned application as follows: 


IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend claims 1, 6, 7 and 14 as follows: 


1. (Twice Amended) A connector element for connecting a fluid line, preferably 
a length of tubing, cannulas or catheters to a second connector element, comprising: 
a conduit forming a lumen for conveying a flowing medium; 

a sealing part moveable relative to the conduit between a closed position and an open 
position, adapted for sealing the conduit from an ambient atmosphere when in the closed y 
position; and 

an opening element including an outer socket connector having a diameter that is 
greater than a diameter of the conduit, the opening element configured to open the sealing 
part while forming a connection, wherein the opening element prevents the sealing part from 
contacting the conduit either when in the closed position or in the open position^
